Mr. Flinn came from Santa Ana high 
school to SAC. At SAC he was Com- 
missioner of Forsenics, and was also 
active in the Cervantes club, Brother- 
hood of Bachelors, and in Beta Gam- 
ma. 

Mr. Flinn was graduated by SAC 
in 1931. His next step was to Berkeley 
from where he was gradueted. in 1933. 
He taught at Redlands Union High 
School until the second war sfarted. 
The Navy, in which he held the rank 
of lieutenant, senior grade, was the 
next step. 

After the war was over Mr. Flinn 
taught for six months at Richmond 
Union High school. During this time 
he proceeded to obtain his Master’s de- 
gree in Speech Education. His thesis 
for the degree was “How to Organize 
the Speech Curriculum for Richmond 
Secondary Schools.” His method, as set 
forth in the thesis, is now in use in the 
Richmond secondary schools. 

Time Marches On 

1946 found Mr. Flinn teaching speech 
and drama in Santa Ana Senior High 
School. 

The next year, 1947,‘\Mr. Flinn taught 
speech at Fullerton JC. 

SAC, in 1948, was the next step in 
Mr. Flinn’s teaching career. He re- 
mained at SAC until this year when 
he was asked to assume his present 
duties in the Board of Education 
building.

Despite his professional demands Mr. 


Flinn found time to help reorganize . 
the SAC Alumni Assn. in 1948. Today 
he feels that another attempt should 


be made to formulate an active alumni 
group. Towards the accomplishment

Ana College has had thirty-five gradu- 
ating classes. This makes one of the 


largest groups of alumni for any junior 


college in Southern California. I be- 
lieve the college staff and student 
body need to provide more opportuni- 
tigs for these men and women to again 
participate in campus activities.” 


Again, in Mr. Flinn, we find an 
alumni who has completed his formal 
education, and yet, is interested in the 
students of today; their needs; their 
interests. ‘
